Investors buy 
$40,000 unpaid 
tax bills at sale 

Additional $100,000 of 
overdue taxes to be sold; 
to cost more to clear titles 

With two investment companies and one 
private investor in attendance at the Morgan 
County Courthouse Saturday morning to snap 
up delinquent property tax bills, more than 
$40,000 worth of the overdue bills were pur- 
chased and will constitute liens against the 
properties. 

The three investment companies purchased 
a combined one- tenth of the total $143,625.57 
worth of delinquent county tax bills offered 
for sale by Sheriff Mickey Whitt — a total of 
$14,625.57, with each purchaser acquiring 
property liens worth about $4,783.00 in un- 
paid taxes. (The sheriff is restricted by state 
law from selling more than 10 percent of the 
county’s total number of delinquent tax bills 
at the time they are offered for sale each year.) 

To clear the title to their properties, delin- 
quent taxpayers whose liens were sold Satur- 
day will have a year to pay the tax bill plus 
12 percent interest and legal fees to the in- 
vestors who bought the liens. 

For other delinquent taxpayers, the cost of 
clearing the title to their properties will be sig- 
nificantly higher. The county’s remaining 
unpaid tax bills — totaling over $100,000.00 
— have been turned over to the county clerk, 
where investors have served notice they in-

of Business augments the 
Center’s primary mission to de- 
velop new businesses, plus the 
transition to MSU has been 
seamless.” 

Johnathan Gay, director of the 
West Liberty Innovation Center, 
assumed the additional duties as 
business incubator director, ac- 
cording to Dr. Robert Albert, 
dean of MSU’s College of Busi- 
ness. 

“Gay’s position as innovation 
center director at the enterprise 
center and the statewide eco- 
nomic development network he 
works within made him a logi- 
cal choice to coordinate the busi- 
ness incubator,” said Dr. Albert. 

MSU President Wayne 
Andrews appointed an Advisory 
Committee of area professional 
and business leaders to assist in 
the development of incubator 
policies, the review of business 
plans and tenant applications, 
and provide advice to Center ten- 
ants on issues and problems re- 
lated to the growth of their re- 
spective businesses. 

MSU’s College of Business 
also assigned a full-time small 
business development consultant 
to work from the Center. Accord- 
ing to Michael Rodriquez, 



SBDC’s business consultant, 
“We work with prospective, new 
and existing businesses. Our ob- 
jective is to assist businesses, 
develop and growth. The busi- 
ness does not have to be located 
in the Enterprise Center to re- 
ceive our free services and our 
location in West Liberty is con- 
venient for area clients to visit. 
We welcome all inquiries.” 

MSU’s Regional Enterprise 
Center now has seven businesses 
in its Incubator. 

“Four of the businesses are 
operating full time from the Cen- 
ter,” according to Dailey, “mean- 
ing the success of these enter- 
prises is of paramount impor- 
tance to the owners because their 
livelihood is primarily dependent 
upon their success.” 

“One characteristic of an en- 
trepreneur is that he or she is a 
risk taker — these individuals fit 
that mold,” said Gay, whose ru- 
ral enterprise network has been 
successful in securing grants for 
some of the businesses to pay for 
qualified services such as legal 
advice, patent reviews, prototype 
development and marketing. 

Since opening in 2004, the 
Regional Enterprise Center’s 
Business Incubator has under- 
gone two physical modifications 



and another is planned in 2008. 
According to Dailey, “We 
learned early on that smaller of- 
fices were in greater demand 
than the larger complexes and we 
have been able to adapt to meet 
this need.” 

When the latest realignment 
is completed, the Center will 
have three large complexes and 
12 one-or-two-person offices. 
“Depending on the business and 
the owners’ needs, low monthly 
rental rates are the norm and 
grants are sometimes provided to 
cover rent for a business during 
the initial startup period,” Dailey 
said. 

“Tenants don’t have to worry 
about back office support, jani- 
torial issues and other day-to-day 
complications and can concen- 
trate on product or service devel- 
opment,” said Gay. Incubator 
tenants also have access to all 
meeting rooms, copiers, printers, 
communication services and 
high speed Internet. 

Additional information about

tend to buy a significant portion 
of them. 

One of the investors — Sass 
Muni V, LLC, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., plans to buy up to 
$70,000.00 worth of the remain- 
ing unpaid tax bills. Atty. Paul 
Blair, a private investor from 
Morehead, also intends to pur- 
chase a number of liens, as well 
as Tax Ease, Inc., of Dallas, 
Texas. Tax Ease last year pur- 
chased unpaid Morgan County 
tax bills going back to the year 
2000. 

For late purchases of tax liens 
from the County Clerk’s Office, 
the investors are charged a 30 
percent penalty plus a 1 percent 
fee. To clear their titles, property 
owners would have to pay this 
amount, plus legal fees, on top 
of the normal 12 percent per an- 
num interest. 

If the lien remains unpaid, the 
investor can legally hold them 
for up to 10 years before petition- 
ing the court to have the prop- 
erty sold. When it is sold, the in- 
vestor gets back his initial invest- 
ment from the sale price plus in- 
terest and fees, with the remain- 
ing going to the county to settle 
the tax claim. 

Considered by many as preda- 
tory and heartlesss, the invest- 
ment in tax liens by speculators 
is entirely legal because of a state 
law enacted in 1998. 

Before the law was enacted, 
delinquent tax bills were rarely 
acquired and sold by the coun- 
ties. The upside to the purchase 
of tax bills by private investors 
is that counties get the money 
owed and as property owners 
become aware of the practice, tax 
delinquencies tend to go down. 

By law, the sheriff must ad- 
vertise tax delinquencies in lo- 
cal newspapers and on the 
Internet. The county attorney 
also sends letters to remind those 
who owe taxes. Every May, the 
sheriff auctions 10 percent of 
overdue claims to the public at 
the courthouse. 

The presence at Saturday’s 
sale of announced outside inves- 
tors planning to purchase large 
numbers of liens was a first for 
Morgan County and representa- 
tive from the state Finance and 
Administration Cabinet was 
present to assist with regulation 
of the sale.

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Farm/Home Safety Tips 



Replace 2-wire 115 volt outlets with new 3-wire grounded outlets. The third 
prong fitted into a grounded outlet completes the grounded system & protects 
you against current from defective appliances & equipment. 

Inspect overloaded wiring. Additional wiring may be needed to handle 
increased electrical loads; whenever toasters or heaters are slow, lights dim 
or TV picture temporarily shrinks. Prevent overloads by using the right size & 
type fuse. 

Stay out of a flooded basement while electricity is still on. Call your 
cooperative office. Disconnect utilities yourself only if the basement is dry. 
Also, turn off the gas. A light switch can ignite gas in a flooded basement. 
Before using equipment, gas or wiring again have them checked by a qualified 
serviceman. 

Replace extension cords with permanent wiring & outlets wherever you 
regularly plug in appliances or lamps. Extension cords provide temporary 
service, but could cause tripping, fire & shock hazards when used in one 
location for several months. 

Label entrance panels. Show what use is made for each circuit. When a fuse 
blows or breaker opens, the source of trouble can be quickly identified if 
labels tell which lights, outlets or equipment are on each circuit.

Dems say Obama could 
win Appalacia if he’d 
spend time here 



The headline is “Will Obama 
fight for rural votes?” but the 
story in the May 25 issue of the 
Lexington Herald-Leader is al- 
most all about Appalachia — 
specifically, Kentucky and West 
Virginia, where Hillary Clinton 
beat Barack Obama like a rented 
mule in primaries this month. 
The prevailing view of Demo- 
crats quoted by Linda Blackford 
is that if Obama spent time in Ap- 
palachia, he would overcome 
some of the resistance based on 
his race and false rumors that he 
is a Muslim (cited as fact by one 
top Republican county official to 
Blackford). 

The hopeful Democrats cite 
the example of John F. Kennedy, 
who spent half the month before 
the 1960 West Virginia primary 
showing voters in the Mountain 
State that “he wasn’t wearing the 
pope’s clothes,” said Charles Pe- 
ters, who was Kennedy’s 
Kanawha County chairman and 
went on to serve in his adminis- 
tration and founded The Wash- 
ington Monthly. Obama made 
only one campaign stop this year 
in West Virginia, and likewise in 
Kentucky, and lost both by more 
than 30 percentage points. 

We have no doubt that Obama 
could gain many votes by spend- 
ing time in Appalachia and find- 
ing common ground like that 
state Rep. Greg Stumbo of 



Prestonsburg, Ky., mentioned to 
Blackford: “He could say, T’m 
one of you, I’ve been looked 
down upon because of my color 
and we’ve got to overcome these 
stereotypes.’ I think that would 
sell pretty well up here. People 
want to hear him say things, like 
T’m not a Muslim, I’m not part 
of this sect that hates America.’” 

But time is the most pecious 
commodity for presidential 
nominees, the election is now 
about electoral votes, and Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia only 
have eight and five, respectively. 
The real battle in Appalachia this 
fall is likely to be in Pennsylva- 
nia and Ohio, particularly the 
“Pennsyltucky” congressional 
district that runs from Pennsyl- 
vania to Kentucky. Princeton 
University history professor Sean 
Wilentz noted on Huffington Post 
the importance of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio to Democrats. 

In Ohio and Pennsylvania, the 
map looks more favorable to 
Obama. Peters told her that 
Obama also needs to make an 
effort in other regions. “They still 
have to try because these people 
exist all over the country “ he 
said. “I just think they (the 
Obama campaign) didn’t realize 
how hard they had to fight back. 
It’s got to be a multi-pronged at- 
tack.”

NOTE; A West Liberty man 
continues the account of his trav- 
els to join up with the 5th Ken- 
tucky Mounted Infantry, CSA, as 
a war reporter for his hometown 
paper, u The Mountain Scorcher, 
owned and edited by James 
Thornly.” Companies A, B,C,D, 
and E, in all more than 400 men 
comprising more than half of the 
5th Kentucky, were recruited at 
West Liberty between Oct. 19 and 
Oct. 28, 1861. At the time of this 
writing, the 5th Kentucky was 
commanded by Col. Andrew 
Jackson May, who had helped 
raise the Morgan County compa- 
nies. At the time of this writing, 
the 5th Kentucky was attached to 
General Humphrey Marshall in 
Virginia. The writer’s account is 
filled with well-researched de- 
tails of civilian and military life 
during the Civil War and the ge- 
ography of the areas covered. 

April 29, 1862: After break- 
ing camp and packing up Old 
Dock, I passed through Shelby 
Gap and headed down the steep 
mountain road into Virginia. It

was a crude, narrow road hacked 
out of the side of the mountain, 
and not much improved over 
what I had traveled from home. 
After reaching the valley floor 
and heading southeast, the road 
became wider and looked to be 
well maintained. 

Over the next few days, I 
made my way through the Vir- 
ginia countryside, making good 
time and passing through several 
small villages. The people were 
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The reporter and wife, 
Cassandra 



friendly and their farms and 
dwellings were neat and well- 
kept. 

The fields were surrounded by 
stone and split rail fences that 
kept in fat sheep and large Hol- 
stein cattle. Some of the land was 
freshly turned and ready for 
spring planting. It reminded me 
of Morgan County, except for the 
very high mountains that frame 
the valleys. I could see no signs 
that a war was anywhere near. 

I crossed the Guests River into 
the larger town of Gladesville, 
and stopped a roadhouse for a hot 
meal. I had a conversation with 
some older residents during the 
meal and told them of my desti- 
nation. They told me of the pass- 
ing through of Gen. Humphrey 
Marshall, Jack May and the 5th 
Kentucky some months earlier. 

I was given directions south 
to Osborne Ford on the Clinch 
River. That would take me 
through Old Courthouse, Va., 
with Lebanon a few miles south 
of that. 

I told them of my Webb rela- 
tives coming from Scott County, 
Va., to Johnson County, Ky., in 
1844. They knew of the Webb 
name and that some of them still 
lived along Moccasin Creek near 
Lebanon. Maybe I could look 
them up if time permitted. 

I left early the next morning 
and arrived at Osborne’s Ford 
that afternoon. The river was low 
and I had no trouble crossing. I 
continued south along Lebanon 
Road, hoping to reach Jack 
May’s encampment before dark. 

A few miles down the road, I 
was challenged and stopped by 
Confederate pickets at a road- 



block. I showed them my letter 
from Mr. Thornley and the packet 
for Colonel May. I was taken to 
the headquarters tent of Colonel 
A.C. Moore, commander of the 
29th Virginia Regiment. 

After being questioned and 
my letter checked out, Colonel 
Moore wrote a pass giving me 
clear passage through other Con- 
federate units between here and 
Lebanon. 

I reached pickets from the 5th 
Kentucky just at dusk on May 7, 
1862, and showed them my pass 
from Colonel Moore. I was taken 
to the tent of Colonel Jack May. 
He had recently been promoted 
to full colonel, and given over- 
all command for the 5th. The pro- 
motion brought with it a large 
wall tent and other luxuries be- 
fitting an officer and gentleman. 

Colonel May was redheaded 
and a bit on the scrawny side, but 
was very pleasant and interested 
in how we were related. He ac- 
cepted the package from William 
and called for his orderly to show 
me around and take me to the 
mess tent. 

The camp seemed to be abuzz 
with gray clad troopers scurrying 
hither and yon. Colonel May told 
me about plans to retake 
Princeton in the coming days. It 
had fallen on April 30 when six 
companies of Yankee cavalry 
under General Jacob D. Cox 
routed the local militia after a 13- 
hour fight. Princeton and nearby 
Rocky Gap were considered the 
gateway to Southwest Virginia. 

The overall Union objective is 
the Lynchburg and Knoxville 
Railroad that runs through 
Princeton, a vital link between 
the eastern and western theaters 
of war. 

Cox was stopped by General 
Henry Heath’s New River Divi- 
sion before reaching the railroad. 
Gen. Humphrey Marshall has or- 
dered Colonel May’s 5th Ken- 
tucky, along with Colonel May’s 
29th Virginia, Colonel Trigg’s 
54th Virginia, Dunn’s Battalion, 
Bradley’s Mounted Rifles and 
Health’s New River Division 
(2,195 men) to retake Princeton 
from the Union Forces. Colonel 
May has given me permission to 
accompany them, but could make 
no guarantee of my safety. 

I spent the next few days vis- 
iting the different companies of 
the regiment and found many 
Morgan County men all anxious 
for news from home. I saw Will- 



iam Lykins and his five sons, 
cousin Joseph Adkins and Will- 
iam “Billy” Conley, a relative of 
Cassandra. As we visited more of 
the camp, we ran into Captain 
W.T. Havens, Major W.W. Cox, 
Walter S. Henry and J. Will Perry. 
I will see many more, I am sure. 

As the mess tent, we were 
served roast mutton, corn cakes 
and some type of muffin sweet- 
ened with black strap molasses 
and coffee. I was invited to put 
my bedroll in Colonel May’s tent, 
and Old Dock was given his 
usual nosebag of oats at the 
picket line with other regimental 
horses. 

The morning of the 14th was 
overcast with no sign of the sun. 
We had a frost so thick that I 
could track I could track rabbits 
in it. We had a breakfast consist- 
ing of broiled salt pork, Johnny 
cakes and boiling coffee strong 
enough to walk on. 

Activity picked up early in 
camp. Quartermaster W.W. Cox 
handed out boxes of .58 caliber 
rifle cartridges, powder and ball 
for the Colt Navy revolvers and 
rations of hardtack and jerky. 
Everyone feels that the attack on 
Princeton is near; I made my way 
to Colonel May’s tent looking for 
information. 

I kept my distance when I saw 
a group of officers bent over a 
map on the a field table. All 
around, men were cleaning their 
1841 Mississippi Rifles, most 
captured last year at Harper’s 
Ferry. Others had been issued .58 
caliber three band Enfield Rifles 
smuggled from England via Ber- 
muda. 

Officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers carried the .44 
caliber 1851 Colt Navy six shot 
revolvers. A few had the nine shot 
LeMat .60 caliber revolvers im- 
ported from France. 

That night there was nervous- 
ness throughout the camp. Colo- 
nel May and Major Hiram 
Watkins were restless and acted 
like a couple of hens on a hot 
rock. Word was finally passed 
down that we would be moving 
on Princeton in the morning, with 
the attack set for early morning 
on the 16th. 

Late into the night, those with 
musical talent gathered in groups 
with banjos, fiddles, Jew’s Harps 
and maple fifes. We heard “When 
This Cruel War is Over,” 
“Goober’s Peas,” “Billy in the 
Lowgrounds,” “Dixie” and sev- 
eral others. 

Other troopers sat around the 
campfires playing cards or 
checkers. The air was filled with 
the aromatic smells of tobacco 
being smoked in carved Meer- 
schaum and Briar Pipes. Others 
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emitted obnoxious clouds of 
smoke from Stogies. This 
brought back memories of Mr. 
Thornley ’s foul-smelling office 
of The Mountain Scorcher. It also 
reminded me of the need to fin- 
ish my latest dispatch to him. 
Colonel May will send a courier 
west into Kentucky tomorrow. 

I also have a packet of letters 
for Cassandra and the girls to 
send along. The Whippoorwills 
were proclaiming the time is now 
to plant corn. To me, their 
hollering is a sad, lonely sound, 
reminding me of home. 

One impromptu band closed 
out the night with “My Old Ken- 
tucky Home.” The combination 
of the two plus the uncertainty of 
what tomorrow holds brings 
emptiness to my heart, as well as 
thoughts of my beautiful 
Cassandra.

Protecting Your Trees 
From Cicadas

After cicada eggs hatch, the 
tiny, ant-like nymphs quickly 
drop from the trees and burrow 
five to 46 centimenters (two to 18 
inches) underground in search of 
tree roots to feed upon. 

For the next 13 to 17 years they 
feed on the juicy roots of the 
plants. After 13 or 17 years, a 
natural “clock,” which remains a 
mystery to scientists, tells them at 
it is time to come out of the 
ground. 

In the weeks before the 
nymphs emerge, periodical cica- 
das dig their tunnels to soil the 
surface and prepare to leave the 
ground. Amazingly, all the cica- 
das seem to come out of the 
ground at the same time in enor- 
mous numbers. 

The nymphs leave the ground 
and begin to climb trees and 
poles. As they climb, they molt, 
or grow out of their exoskeleton. 
They split open the back of their 
brown and brittle exo skeletons, 
wiggle out, and abandon them, 
empty and still clinging to the 
trees. 

They continue to climb to the 
treetops to begin their constant 
buzzing calls, trying to attract a 
mate. If they are successful, mat- 
ing occurs, eggs are laid and the 
cycle begins again. 

It is the female cicada that 
harms trees. Choosing deciduous 
trees, she cuts two slits in small 
pencil sized (or smaller) branches 
and twigs, and lays about 24 eggs. 
She then goes on to another twig 
and repeats the process. A female 
cicada can deposit up to 600 eggs. 

Where infestations are heavy, 
the egg laying process is repeated 
on a tremendous number of twigs. 
This causes the twigs (or ends of 
the tree) to die, and often break 
off. With a heavy infestation, it 
often destroys young trees and 
bushes. While the damage may 
look bad on large trees, a mature 
tree can usually survive the dam- 
age. 

Affected Trees, Bushes 
and Shrubs 

Cicada love any woody stalk 
1/2 inch or less in diameter. Pines 
are not so much because of the 
sap. Any trees from soft gum trees

to medium beech, apple, etc. to 
harder woods such as maples, 
oaks and hickory. The real key is 
branches that are 1/2 in diameter 
or less, with long open sections 
that they can “stitch” to lay eggs 
(that is why pines are not targets). 

The following trees need pro- 
tection: 

Apple trees, arborvitae, ash, 
beech, black eyed susan, crab 
apple, cherry, dogwood, fruit trees 
in general, grape vines, hawthorn, 
hickory, holly, Japanese maple, 
lilacs, magnolia, maple, oak, 
peach tree, pear tree, raspberry 
vines, rhododendron, roses, rose 
of sharon, spirea, viburnum and 
willow. 

The following trees do not 
need protection: 

Most flowers, herbs and veg- 
etables. 

Insect nettings are the most 
effective way to protect your 
young trees which are most sus- 
ceptible. A cheesecloth or insect 
net will keep them out of the tree. 
The netting tends to be wrapped 
completely around the tree and 
tied, or sealed off to keep any in- 
sects from entering. Because ci- 
cada are large insects, a 1/4” net- 
ting is effective.

Rising energy prices spur gas leasing 
for drilling rights among landowners

The Associated Press reports, 
“Unsuspecting property owners 
around the country are getting 
trampled in an old-fashioned land 
rush by natural gas companies 
and speculators trying to lock up 
long-ignored drilling rights 
quickly and cheaply. Stories of 
fast-talking industry representa- 
tives using scare tactics to strong- 
arm people into signing lowball 
leases are popping up in rural ar- 
eas and suburbs from New York 
to West Virginia to parts of Indi- 
ana and Texas.” 

This is an old story in places 
familiar w 

ith oil and gas drilling, but ris- 
ing energy prices have prompted 
leasing activity in many areas that 
are unfamiliar with it, or among 
landowners who haven’t seen it 
in many years and lack working 
knowledge of the process. The 
story also mentions the Illinois 
Basin, which extends into Indi- 
ana and Kentucky.

The story tells the cautionary 
tale of Brad Castle, a farmer and 
convenience-store owner in 
Rowlesburg, W. Va. Castle 
thought he had cut a good deal 
when he leased 800 acres for $5 
an acre and the standard royalty 
of one-eighth of production, un- 
til more land agents showed up 
offering as much as $350 an acre. 
“There’s got to be a law 
broken] somewhere,” he told the 
reporter. We doubt it, though 
Castle does report a possible 
fraud, saying the leasing agent 
told him that drillers could get his 
gas without paying him anything. 
That may be true, but it certainly 
would be illegal. 

In most states, landowners can 
form a pool that companies find 
more attractive for development 
and for which they are willing to 
pay higher prices. The story men- 
tions a group of farmers in New 
York’s Broome and Delaware 
counties that got $2,411 an acre 
and a 15 percent royalty for a 
five-year lease. Typically, such 
leases are renewable; they also 



can be renegotiable, if the land- 
owner gets that right up front. 

West Virginia lawyer David 
McMahon and the West Virginia 
Surface Owners’ Rights Organi- 
zation advise landowners to “take 
their time and refuse to be rushed 
into signing leases,” AP reports. 
McMahon “also suggests reject- 
ing standard leases in favor of 
documents containing protections 
against roads, potential pollutants 
such as saltwater injections, and 
use of depleted wells for gas stor- 
age. Herschel McDivitt, director 
of Indiana’s Division of Oil and 
Gas, offers similar advice. “There 
just aren’t a lot of savvy landown- 
ers out there,” McDivitt said. 

In Pennsylvania, Penn State 
horticulture specialist Thomas 
Murphy has organized a program 
to help landowners get the best 
deals. One session recently at- 
tracted a standing-room-only 
crowd of 1 ,200. For Penn State’s 
Web site on the subject, click 
here.

Guest teacher available to 
Morgan County schools 



SOMERSET, KY — Local 
schools have the chance to host 
an environmental education spe- 
cialist each month during the 
next school year. If Morgan 
County joins the PRIDE Envi- 
ronmental Education Outreach 
Program, a PRIDE liaison will 
visit the county’s elementary 
schools to lead fun, educational 
lessons about the environment. 

The PRIDE liaison brings 
hands-on activities that prepare 
students for state science tests 
and life-long environmental 
stewardship. Topics include en- 
ergy, botany, water quality and 
solid waste. The program serves 
3rd through 5th grade classes, 
with an emphasis on 4th graders 
who are tested on science in the 
state’s annual CATS testing. 

This convenient program is 
available to the 38 counties 
served by PRIDE, but local lead- 
ers must pay a fee to enroll their 
schools. During the past school 
year, seven counties participated, 
and the PRIDE representative 
spent 226 instructional hours 
with 4,204 students. 

“We soon will begin inviting 
county judges to sign up for the 
upcoming school year,” said 
Tammie Wilson, PRIDE Vice 
President and Chief Financial 
Officer. “The county pays one 



fee that covers all schools, so our 
primary contact is the county 
judge. Some judges decide to 
invest their litter abatement 
funds from the state in the 
PRIDE outreach program, and 
some partner with conservation 
districts or city governments to 
share the fee.” 

“If educators want to learn 
more about the program, they 
can call our office in Somerset 
at 888-577-4339 or e-mail us at 
PRIDE@ centertech.com ,” Wil- 
son added. 

Eastern Kentucky PRIDE is 
a nonprofit organization that pro- 
motes “Personal Responsibility 
In a Desirable Environment” in 
southern and eastern Kentucky. 
PRIDE works with communities 
to improve water quality, clean 
up solid waste problems and in- 
crease environmental awareness. 

The Environmental Outreach 
Program reflects PRIDE’s com- 
mitment to showing students 
why and how they should take 
personal responsibility for the 
local environment. The goal is to 
increase children’s environmen- 
tal knowledge by providing les- 
sons tied to Kentucky Core Con- 
tent and involving students in 
cleanup activities.

“I feel at this point in my 
life, it is important for me to be 
close to my family and I intend 
to transfer to a school closer to 
the west coast where I can see my 
family more often, and they can 
see me play.” 

Jasper’s final season at UK 
was not a memorable one. The 
6 ’6” point guard played in just 
20 games after missing the first 
10 recovering from microfracture 
knee surgery. Not having Jasper 
left the Cats completely out of 
sync. Kentucky dropped five of 
its first 10 with its most experi- 
enced ball handler out of the 
lineup. Once Jasper returned, he 
averaged four points and nearly 
six rebounds per game. 

“It’s a disappointment to lose 
Derrick, who was fantastic for us 
both as a person and a basketball 
player,” said UK coach Billy 
Gillispie. “He had to battle 
through some injuries, but he was 
always willing to sacrifice for the 
good of the team.” 

Jasper’s shooting skills left 
plenty to be desired — hitting 
42% from the field and only 35% 
from the free-throw line. But he 
made up for it on the defensive 
end and on the boards, finishing 
with 109 rebounds and 17 
blocked shots. 

“I want to thank Coach 
Gillispie and the entire UK 
coaching staff for their guidance 
and support given me over these 
past two years,” said Jasper. “I 
have grown a tremendous 
amount as a basketball player and 
most importantly a person, and 
feel it is largely due to the people 
involved with the UK basketball 
program.”
